Harrisburg, July 7.—(A P )—Coun­ 
ties in which doe may be shot during 
the special season 
next 
November 
were being decided upon by the state 
game commission at its meeting here 
today. 
Power to open any or all of 
the counties is held by the commis­ 
sion. 
Many letters bearing on the pro­ 
posed opening were in the hands of 
the commission most of which were 
from sportsmen and farmers who pro­ 
tested any general season on doe 
when the season was proposed. Other 
sportsmen and hunters who declare 
there is a surplus of does have urged 
the opening for 
ridding 
the 
deer 
country of them. 
The 
open 
season 
w’as 
proposed 
to reduce the damage 
to 
growing 
crops. 
Open season of doe heretofore have 
been declared in counties where com­ 
plaints of crop have been numerous. 
Last year’s open 
seasons were de­ 
clared in Clearfield, Huntingdon and 
Monroe counties, in which 1295 does 
were killed. 


C. E. Wants Youth 
To Be Recognized 


Cleveland, July 7.—(A P)—The In­ 
ternational Christian Endeavor con­ 
vention hire yesterday adopted n reso­ 
lution declaring tho convention, rep­ 
resenting some 
400,000 
Christians 
throughout the world, “lifts its voice 
in la-half of fairminded recogn tion of 
youth at the hands of the elders of 
the present generation.’ 
The resolution asserted youth of the 
present generation was as responsive 
to claims of high ideals as the youth 
of any past generation and that “the 
defects and failure of modern youth 
are for the most part those which 
have been exhibited by every genera­ 
tion of young people.”

see that the alleged addict gets to a 
state hospital o r -sanatorium as soon 
as possible.

United .States narcotic agent, attend­ 
ed the hearing, presumably to learn 
the history of Rees’ case, the sources 
of his supply of dope and other neces­ 
sary data in stamping out the drug 
evil.
